Dear -ir. Kartin, 

I write, o:tpecting no answer, about soirietiiing in which you siiould iiave more than 
one interest and in ..liich I helieve your Senator shoula not figure. It relates to the 
integrity anc fitness of Richard i;J.eindienst to holn any public official, particulfu-ly 
tliat of attorney General, from iiis ignored record and on the subjectEi on which, given ihLs 
past, I continue to believe your Senator shoula be sili,nt. 

One of the essential and entirely suppressed items of evidence in the assassination 
of the President is what ia called a spootrograpliic analysis. I have been trying to get a 
copy since .my 1966. finally, when the- Department of Justice ran out of uirty tricks 
with wiiich it could frustrate tbds effort 1 filed for that pablic informtion under the 
freedom o£ information law. The appeal in tliis matter, i'io. 71 -1026, was hoard by the 
U. 3. Court of appeals Friday April 14. One of the judges had done his homework. 

He read from a letter kleindineat xvrote us saying he didn't iiave other official and 
public records for which I also sued and even if he did they v/ere totally exempt as what 
he alleged to be "investigatory files". These were public, court records, no more. V;hen, 
on the- eve of hearing, the apartment ' s situation became intolerable, Kitchell wrote a 
letter saying he would igive me tiiese things an;,, they were not, in any event, totally 
exempt even if as described by Aieindienst, as they were not. (.mVen tiien the Department 
continued to stall, and Hr. Kleindienst* s legal skill is such t'iiat he forced a sui;iiaary 
judgement in my favor upon me, a legal aciiievement I think no Attorney General or candidate 
for that office ever equalled.) 

These letters, wliich the judge read to the federal attorney at the appeal hearing, 
relate to the ning assassination but are part of the rediirid in lay quest for the spectro- 
graphic analysis. When the federal attorney could not begin to explain them to tho court, 
it asked my attorney to file a factual memoraddum in five days or, by the time you can 
receive tills. Tiiat memorandum, if it follows the pattern on wliich m^^^attomey and 1 agreed, 
will have Rich^-rd Kleindienst proclaiming, "I Richard Kleindienst, a liar and a 
reoetitive liar", and in supi-ort of tills boast there will be confirmation from i-lmchell 
and the office of th,. General Gounsol of the 3tate Department, in writing and in the 
record in tills case, priveleged documents 100/J unciiallenged when presented by me in 
federal court. They will also prove tliat under Kleindienst every of.ieial copy of the 
evidence of the trial of an liiaerican not already in U.S. Government poiaessiou was coniisoated 
by our government and came to rest in Kleindienst' s hands, altliou^h he lied and said he 
did not have any copy. These t;d.ngs, in my view, address iiis honesty and fitness, if not, 
indeed, iiis moat oleacntal competence, Umd oncredible arrogance.) 

If I think your Jenator should not figure in this, I would liope others can and vd.ll, 
birch Bayh, for example, Imovia my lawyer, as your office does. Ue is hr. Beiviard i''ensterwajd, 
905 16 3t., Jy, 347-3919.
